Tosting 


Hardness of 


Metals. 


' 
One of the most Important ot all metallic properties is that of 


hardness. 
But until the hist few years there has been no very re- 


liable method to nTeamiro li. True, we have been uslus files for time 
out of mind. Hut even if we grant that the file gives accurate in- 
formation, we have no means of esllimiting small differences In hard- 
ness. However, of laic years, several methods have come to the front. 
Onu of the best of Iliese is the process of tho scleroscope. 


One method of using this device is to mount it on a swinging 


bracket. The glass tube is open at the bottom. A tiny hammer of ex- 
ceedingly tough and hard steel 'fits in the bore. It is pointed at the 
lower end. Tho operation of testing a specimen is carried out by 
placing the metal to he tested below the lower end of the tube. The 
rubber bulb at the top is used to draw the little hammer back up by 
a sucking action. The hammer is held by a suitable catch until the 
moment of testing. A hook at the left side near the top is pressed 
down and the lower bulb is compressed. The hammer is now free to 


fall and'strike the specimen with Its point. Of course, the tube should 
be in a vertical position. Whether this is the case may be'determ- 
ined by a rod placed at the right of the lube. It is really a plumb 
rod, swinging freely from the upper end and free at tho bottom. The 
hammer, though ^amall; strikes its blow wilh a point so small that 
the impact is calculated at 75,000 pounds' per square inch! This is 
beyond the elastic limit of most metals. 
Consequently, the blow 


struck makes a permanent displacement of metal. 


Now when the impact is made there is resistance to it, although 


not sufficient to avoid permanent deformation. This resistance mani- 
fests itself in causing a rebound of the hammer. A scale reading from 


0 to 340 is arranged to the rear of the tube, and furnishes a means 
of measuring trie amount of the rebound. In tills way a number is 
obtained which represents the energy of resistance at the moment 
when the elastic limit is exceeded. This appears to'be }nst about 
what we mean by hardness. 


The scleroscope may be used with convenience in testing parts 


of machines without removal. 
It may be added that the instrument 


is adapted to test the hardness of metals in general. 


It is interesting to note the degrees o£ hardness shown by var- 


ious metals—and indeed by the same metal under different conditions. 
Thus lead causes a rebound of but 2 spaces. 
However, hammered 


lead has a hardness of 3. Babbit metal varies from -1 to 9 or 10. 
Copper, uncompressed is (! hard; hut compressed, its hardness rises 
to 14 or even to 20. A gold coin, which of course is compressed, shows 
a hardness number of 14. Wrought iron in the ordinary state has 
a hardness of 18, but by compressing its particles its iardness may 
may be increased to 30. It is then about as hard as annealed rail- 
way rails. 
Tool-steel when properly annealed discloses a hardness 


sometimes as low as 21. But cold-rolled in the form of drill-rod It 
may rise to 35 or -10. Hardened tool-steel varies between 90 and 110. 
Porcelain gives 120 and glass 130. This latter Is pretty close to 140— 
a rebound equal to the fall.

Then the men who believe in the pow- 
er, of concentration carry the pro- 
cess on to a larger promise and one 
great central organization like the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce be- 
comes a reality. Time does not per- 
mit an analysis of possibilities, but 
no man of brains and imagination 
can fail to believe that a body which 
numbers today 3000 men and will have 
in two. years more than 5000 men, 
will be a tremendous power for the in- 
crease in commerce and commercial 
prestige for Boston and all New Eng- 
land.

PORTSMOUTH 
WRECKING CREW 


Organized 
Since 1870, Has 
Seen 


Mjny Hardships 


While the life-savers of the sea and 


those who watch with eagle eyes to 
succor those who meet misfortune 
when they go down to the sea in 
ships are made the heroes of song 
and story, little is said or written of 
the wrecking crews of the rail, those 
w,ho sleep with their ears alert for 
the jangle of the telephone, which at 
any moment may waken them to a 
mad race behind a powerful locomot- 
ive to succor life and property placed 
In dire peril by the broken rail, the 
open switch or. the washed out bridge. 


These men, "wreckers," as they are 


called on the railroad, perform . the 
hardest work of any class of employes- 
in railroad life. One of the most not- 
able examples and on,e of the oldest 
"wrecking crews" in point of service 
is that of the Boston and Maine rail- 
road in this city. It has been estab- 
lished since the days of the old East 
ern railroad, in 1870, and no wrecking 
crew of any railroad system of the 
New; England states has a> better .rec- 
ord or can relate more hardships than 
the men attached to the.

the Duke of Marmalade, the Count qt 
Lemonade and the Earl of Brandy. 
They arc or were, however, real titles 
bestowed by. a genuine monarch1 on 
three of his favorites, and that, too, 
during the last century. 


In 1811 a revolution occurred In 


Haiti, and Christophe, a negro, declared 
himself emperor. Through conspiracy, 
and plot, his life often attempted, he 
retained power till 1820, preserving to 
the last the pageantry of a royal court 
and creating a numerous, nablllty. 
Among them were the three already 
mentioned, and the oddity of the titles 
has suggcsfe'ij to many writers the 
frlvolbusuess of the African character, 


In fact, however, all three names 


were those of places, the flrst two be- 
ing originally plantations, but, latterly 
towns of some Impprtance, This,not 
being generally known, a mlsapprebeu.. 
slou has arisen with regard , to'- the 
titles themselves, which, hovrcver ab-, 
surd, were scarcely more so thau so.ine 
which were bestowed in France' and 
Germany during the middle, ages.— .
